U. S. WARSHIPS 
GREET FOCH 
100 MILES OUT 


New York, Oct. 27.—Twelve Amer- 
ican destroyers left tonight to escort 


the liner Paris, carrying Marshal Foch, 
into this port tomorrow. They will 
meet the liner 100 miles off the coast 
and, with a squadron of seaplanes, 
will acgompany the ship to quaran- 
tine. There a navy cutter with a party 
of notables will be ‘waiting. 

Whether Gen. Pershing also will be 
there depends largely on the stokers 
of the George Washington. Capt. Cun- 
ningham of that ship sent a radiogram 
late today that he was about seventy- 
five miles astern of the Paris, but the 
stokers had responded to the appeal 
of the American Legion and the ship 
had picked up a knot an hour. He 
hoped to reach quarantine at noon 
ahead of the Paris.

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Escapes Expulsion 
by Narrow Margin 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—Saved 
from being thrown out of the house of 
representatives by a bare margin of 
eight votes, Thomas L. Blanton, a 
fexas Democrat, was publicly repri- 
manded today by Speaker Gillett, in |- 
accordance with a resolution of cen- 
sure against which no man cast a 
single vote. 

Then, a moment later, as Blanton 
walked out of the chamber with all eyes 
upon him, he toppled over in a heap 
Some of his colleagues who had voted 
to expel him picked him up and placed 
him on a lounge. But he did not stay 
there long. 

Rousing himself, he stumbled out, 
the tears streaming down his cheeks, | 
and as he went away he expressed the 
hope that he might never see the house 
again. 

Crushed by Losing Fight. 

The Texan was utterly crushed and 
worn by his experience of the day. 
For an hour and ten minutes he fought 
to defend himself from the charge that 
he had transgressed by putting into the 
Congressional Record a document de- 
scribed as “ unspeakably vile.” 

The objectionable words were not 
used by Mr. Blanton himself, but were 
contained in an affidavit by an em- 
ployé of the government printing of- 
fice giving an alleged conversation be- 
tween himself and his superior in the 
printing office. Mr. Blanton had used 
the “leave to print” privilege cus- 
tomarily accorded members of the 
house to incorporate the affidavit in a

Defiance Seals His Fate. 

His voice hoarse and broken, Blanton 
touched rapidly upon the charges. He 
said he knew the house was prepared 
io expe] him. When a rap of the gave: 
sounded the end of the hour allotted 
aim, he stopped in the midst of a sen- 
cence and was half way out when a re- 
quest was made from the Demucratic 
side that he have thirty additional min 
utes. He was summoned back. 

He permitted Representative Long- 
worth, Republican, Ohio, to ask him 
vne question. The Ohio member want- 
ed to know if Mr. Blanton had declared 
an intention to mail 250,000 copies of 
ihe undelivered speech, with its offend- 
ing affidavit, after the house’ had or- 
dered it stricken from the record. 

Only a lack of money, Mr. Blanton 
said, prevented him gnailing it to every 
voting man in the United States. That 
answer turned the house against him. 
Instantly half a dozen representatives 
were on their ‘feet trying to break in. 

Vote of Expulsion Loses. 

Representative Blanton reiterated 
that the publication’ had been sent out 
“in a just cause,” no law had 
veen violated. Dramatically he plead- 
ed with the house, for the sake of his 
wife and children, to put back into the 
record his undelivered speech, in which 
he declared there was not one word 
calculated to give offense. But Repub- 
icans objected. 

His refusal to apologize, he said, was 
based on the belief that he had done 
fio wrong. 

“TI remained awake all last night.” 
he said, “‘trying to decide that ques- 
tion in my heart, in my own ‘mind, 
with my conscience and my God as 
company—whether I had done injury 
to my fellow men, whether I had hurt 
and harmed my colleagues, or whether 
I have done hurt or harm to the house 
of representatives. If I coule have 
convinced myself that I had done 
wrong I would be willing to get on my 
knees to every man in the house and 
beg his forgiveness.

Big Five Act; Recall, 
Order Goes Out 
This Morning. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

The rail strike is off. 

Settlement of the threatened 
railroad tieup came at 11:30 
o’clock last night, when the ex- 
ecutive committees of the Big 
Five brotherhoods adopted a res- 
olution canceling the strike call 
set for next Sunday. 

At 8 o’clock this morning code 
messages are to be flashed from 
the brotherhood headquarters in 
Cleveland withdrawing the strike 
orders. They will be sent to the 
general chairmen of the various 
rail unions involved, who in turn 
will transmit them to the locals, 
and the official word will thus per- 
meate the country in a few hours. 


Labor Board Effective. 
The policy ‘adopted by the 
United States railroad labor board 


in reference to future changes in 
wages and working conditions 


'was taken as affording the basis 


of a “satisfactory settlement.” It 
had been put up to the brother- 
hoods yesterday morning by Com- 
missioner Ben W. Hooper of the 
“public group” on the board, 

The peace movement in the 
conterence of the brotherhoods 
was led by W. G. Lee, head of the 
trainmen. When, after hours of 
discussion, in two sessions the 
question of annulling the strike 
order went to a vote, acquiescence 
came quickly. 

Of the 200 union leaders assem- 
bled for action at night at the Mor- 
rison hotel, the conductors, engi- 
neers, and trainmen voted half an 
hour before midnight for a settle- 
ment. A majority of the firemen 


voted against it. The switchmen 


did not vote—before it got to them 
the question already had the requi- 
site support of three brother- 
hoods. 


Telegraphers Follow Suit. 


After the leaders of the con- 
ductors, engineers, switchmen, 
trainmen, and firemen had taken 
their action, officials of the rail- 
road - telegraphers’ organization 
announced they would follow suit. 
These six unions constitute the 
only bodies which had authorized 
a strike. Other rail workers, 
shopmen, etc., had refused to par- 
ticipate. | 

On adjournment most of the 
union leaders came out smiling. 
There seemed to be an air of re- 
lief. 

“We couldn't strike against the 
government,” said L. E. Sheppard, 
head of the conductors. “ As the

The Chinese revolution is not yet 
ended. The radical group in the south, 
headed by Dr. Sun Yat Sen and Wu 
Ting Fang, refuse to join hands with 
the Peking government, claiming that 
the northerners are reactionary and 
under the influence of Japan.

$30,108,000 for no other reason than that it should 
build subways which would relieve surface car 
congestion, give you speed in transit, and make 
your daily life in Chicago more comfortable. 

Usually such improvements are based on bonds 
and general taxation, but this one has been based 
on collections from you. You have paid and the 
city has the money, but you have not_bought any- 

thing. 

This money is now sufficient to build a downtown 
subway. In the seven years of Thompson's ad- 
ministration it has become sufficient. When he 
became mayor the city had enough money to begin 
subway building. It has enough money now to 
build the entire downtown system. 

You know what the delays and the congestion 
of the downtown loops and intersecting lineg are. 
You know how much of your time they take and 
what they add to the discomforts and disagreeable 
- features of your daily use of the street cars. All 

that could be eliminated by the proper use of 

money collected from you for the specific purpose 
of returning a benefit to you. 
You have paid, but you haven't benefited. There 
is no plan contemplated for your benefit. Not a 
dish has been washed all the time your money has 
been piling up. Your city administration and your 
aldermen are dead from the ground up on this 
question. 

If they did not have the money you might say 
that they were in a predicament, but you have 
provided the money. It is not necessary to take 
the $5,000,000 which the company is obligated to 
contribute. The subway. can be built with your 
| money and can be entirely the property of the city. 

It can give you speed in transportation. It can 
give you a 6 cent fare. Suppose you find out why 
you are not getting what you have paid for and 
what you need if you are to continue to move 
about in the streets of Chicago.

every Russian, and this the cheka does by striking 
here and there without warning and without mercy. 
Bolshevism has lasted four years. The French 
tribunal of the terror was a petty thing compared 
to the cheka, which will go down in history as one 
of the darkest engine@ devised by human despotism 
for the enforcement of its will. The French sick- 
ened of slaughter in a few months. Four years 
; of the cheka shows:a lack of moral reaction in the 
- Russians which has significance to the western 
mind.

A CHIGGER CURE AND SOME 
PREVENTIVES. 
HE Simms method is the best meth- 
od of curing red bug or chigser 
bites, I have found. It consists 
in the local use of chloroform. 
Pour two or three drops of chloroform on 
the bite, cup the hand and hold it over 
the bite in a way to retain the chioro- 
form vapor in contact with the skin. 
Hold the hand in position until the burn- 
ing sensation becomes objectionable. The 
chloroform penetrates the track of the 
insect and kills it. | 
There is no reason to remove it after 


it has been killed. The drug likewise 
puts an end to the itching and soreness. 


Twenty-four hours after using it, all 


| unscratched, uninfected bites have dis- 


appeared. One application suffices. It 
is inadvisable to apply chloroform to the 
vicinity of parts where skin and mucous 
membrane meet, by reason of the exces- 
sive burning and sometimes blistering 
which is caused. In such locations it is 


butter. Perhaps the grease is sufficient 
to suffocate the mite, but old chigger 
doctors think salt helps to kill them, and 


If the bites have been infected by 
scratching or otherwise, application of 
chloroform will not effect an instantan- 
eous cure, since destroying the cocci 
of infection is more difficult than is chlor- 
oforming a bug. 3 

As a rule, chiggers get on the legs 
near the ankles and crawl up. As a 
rule, most of the bites are around the 
ankles and feet, but a fair proportion 
of the pests prefer-to crawl up some 
distance before trying to dig in. 

About the best way to prevent chigger 
bites is to take a soap and water bath 
immediately upon coming in from tnfest- 
ed fields. This leads me to think that 
the insects crawl up the skin, rather 
than the undergarments, which {s con- 
trary to the habits of body lice. In fact, 
I know of no proof that attention to the 
clothing is of any service in preventing 
chigger bites:~ 

Rubbing mange cure or other odorifer- 
ous creosote preparations on the ankles 
has some reputation as a preventive. 
If it did any good in these experiences 
no one noticed it.

CHILD CUBED OF RICKETS. 

Mrs. G. E. L. writes: “I noticed in 
your column that a mother inquired how 
to cure bowlegs in her 17 month old 
baby. My boy at 18 months had the 
worst case of bowlegs I ever saw. I was 
told by my family physician to give him 
a tablespoon of lime water and a table- 
spoonful of heavy cream every day. In- 
side of a week the bones began to stiffen 
and in a month or twe his legs straight- 
ened out entirely and he now is a straight 
limbed little boy of 6. I useg no appli- 
ances and he ran about as usual while 
he was taking this treatment.” 
REPLY. 

I expect the cream and lime water helped, 
but sunlight ‘and life in the open air are 
mere effective in curing rickets. 


SHE’S NERVOUS CHILD. 

Mrs. M. F. 8S. writes: “I desire advice 
about my little girl 20 months old. She 
has seven teeth, walks alone, but is slow 
in speech. She has no indication of 
dumbness and is bright. For five months 
from the time she was a year old she 
was in a hospital because she refused 
food after being weaned. She is very de- 
termined about food, and even the doc- 
tors could not break her will. Can you 
tell me what to do about it? Her weight 
went down to her weight at birth, 11 
pounds, but she is now doing very well 
except that there are so few foods she 
cares for. Shea likes oatmeal, farina, 
cream of wheat, cow’s milk not boiled, 
beets, peaches, bread, butter, and sugar, 
custards, puddings made from milk and 
eggs, but she wil! not eat eggs alone or 
meat or potatoes.” 


REPLY. 


Finicalness about eating is a sign of nerv- 
ousness. Your child is probably peculiar, 
is due to develop an unpleasant personality 
and a lack of self-control. I suggest that 
you have her examined physically and men- 
tally. If she is found normal in these re- 
spects the matter of training her into nor- 
malcy is up to you. She must be trained 
to eat foods proper for her age as well as 
to do other things as children of her age 
do them. To prepare for your task read one 
of the books on character training of chil- 
dren, such as “ Character Training for Chil- 
by Clark; Mothers and Children.”’

Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Presidert Harding's plea in the 
heart of the south for political equal- 
ity of the Negro aroused southern Dem- 
ecrats of the senate today, who de 
nounced it. 

Criticism of the president’s address 
came briefly from Senators Watson of 
Georgia, Hafrison of Mississippi; Hef- 
lin of Alabama, and McKellar of Ten- 
nessee, who pronounced it as “ill con- 
ceived,” “unfortunate,” and “a blow 
to white civilization.” 

“If the published reports of the 
President's speech at Birmingham are 
correct,” said Senator Watson, “I very 
much regret that he made it. It is 
an unfortunate thing when the Pres- 
ident of the United States accepts an 
invitation to speak in such southern 
states as Georgia and Alabama and 
then finds it necessary to lecture their 
people about the treatment of the 
Negro.

'tened to two hours of snappy debate. 


Mr. Davis opened with the declara- 
tion that Chicago is not fit to govern 
itself, and therefore should not be per- 
mitted to govern the rest of the state. 
Attorney Cutting replied that when- 


ever the clear @ut issue of decent gov- 
ernment has been presented Chicago 
has never failed to produce the neces- 
sary majority in the ballot boxes to 
insure honest administration of jus- 
tice. He referred specifically to the 
judicial election of last June. 
Davis Cites Other Cities. 


Mr. Davis argued that four great 
gities have their legislative represen- 
tation restricted. Pinned down to a 
lineup of the four, Mr. Davis suggest- 
ed Wilmington, Del.; Providence, Bal- 
timore, and New York City. 

' Mr. Cutting held that Wilmington, 
Providence and Baltimore are not to 
be considered in & class with Chicago. 
He said the constitutional provision in 
New: York is not against Greater New 
York as a city, but is directed against 
five separate boroughs that make up 
the greater city, and that even now 
there is the opportunity for two or 
three of the five New York boroughs 
to hold a majority in the lower house 
or the senate. | 

Davis Argues “ Drys’” Side. 

In general the case made by Mr. 
Davis was that of the Anti-Saloon 
league and the “County Representa- 


tion league,” which is making the fight 
in the constitutional convention for 
restriction of Cook county. 

“T am just as dry as you are,” said 
Mr. Cutting, “ but I will not be led off 
by any isms or dreams that conflict 
with my own conception of honest gov- 
ernment in Illinois.”

To the Employes of The Chesapeake and Ohio Railway: 


The daily press contains the information that certain 
‘classes of our employes have determined to strike at some 
date in the very near future. The Company's officers ‘have 
received no notice from the employes affected. Such a method 
is so entirely unusual and contrary to the customs and prac- 
tices hitherto prevailing that we find it hard to credit the in- 
formation, yet it seems to be so authoritatively and openly 
and plainly discussed by the labor leaders that there is little 
room for doubt that such an intention exists on the part of. 
those directing the plans. 

The beginning of the chapter of events now culminating 
dates to the period prior to February 29th, 1920, when Gov- 
ernment control of the railroad properties ceased. At that 
time it will be remembered there was a request for an increase 
in wages pending before the Railroad Administration, which 
it declined, however, to grant, because it felt in that instance 
it should not make an increase in wages which would affect 
the future of the properties after Government control had ex- 
pired. The Transportation Act provided for a method of 
handling such disputes and these provisions of the act were 
immediately invoked in behalf of the men affected. Hearings 


amounting to about 22%, were allowed, retroactive to May 1st, 
1920. The Labor Board announced at that time that working 
conditions would be taken up later. | 

Effective August 26th, 1920, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission made increases in the rates of the railroads for 
the purpose of complying with the requirements of the Trans- 
portation Act. The increased wages granted on July 20th 
were taken into consideration in arriving at these rates. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission made an earnest effort to 
reach a fair and proper conclusion as to the increases thus 
granted and if the volume of business had been maintained, 
their calculations would undoubtedly have materialized. Be- 
ginning with January, 1921, however, the revenues of this 
railroad precipitately declined, so much so that the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Railway did not earn its operating expenses 
in February. In this state of affairs, which seemed to bid fair 
to be permanent, the Company was compelled to take some 
action to meet the situation. It was shown by statistics from 
reliable sources, other than railroad, that the increase in cost 
of living since the pre-war period had been about seventy-

The 
question of a reduction in wages was then presented in due 
form and in the prescribed method to the United States Rail- 
road Labor Board, provided for in the Transportation Act. 
The Board Yave exhaustive consideration to the case. Num- 
erous hearings were held, at which every one interested was 
heard. A decision was reached, effective July 1st, 1921, mak- 
ing certain reductions as the result of this investigation. 
This railroad accepted and put into effect in good faith 
the increases granted the employes.in July, 1920. It has 
obeyed every ruling of the Labor Board affecting it, and conse- 
quently will be in this controversy, if there be one, with abso- 
lutely clean hands. It expected that Labor would also. obey 
the orders of the Board when properly arrived at. Instead of 
carrying out the orders so arrived at strike votes have been 
taken and, as above stated, we are informed by the columns 
of the newspapers that a strike will be called. Let me reiterate 
that the position of this railroad is that it is willing, in fact, is 
carrying out the decision of the Labor Board effective July 
Ist, 1921. In its application for a decrease in wages the Com- 
pany asked for the total abrogation of Decision No. 2, effec- 
tive May ist, 1920, but the Labor Board saw fit to grant only 
a little more than half that amount, which, however, the Com- 


In this state of affairs it will be observed that the em- 
ployes are discussing striking against a set of wages autho- 
rized by a properly constituted Governmental Authority acting 
entirely within that authority, the wages in question having 
been in effect since July Ist. Surely this presents no convinc- 
ing ground for such a grave act as a strike, and all must re- 
alize that the railroads must carry out the decision of the 
Government Board. I feel absolutely and conservatively safe 
in making the statement that public opinion will not coun- 
tenance a strike on such a basis, and disaster only can ensue 
if that course is persisted in. But, it is argued, this is only 
the beginning of a series of moves on the part of the railroads 
in making further decreases in wages and taking away from 
the men working conditions and privileges which they now 
enjoy. In answer to this it needs only to show that the rail- 
roads under the present form of labor control cannot do any- 
thing of the kind until the United States Labor Board has 
considered such a request fully, had hearings upon it, and 
given every one interested the right to appear and present his

Another new high point for the year 
was established in yesterday's cattle 
market. Armour paying $12.40 for 991 
Ibf Hereford yearlings, being 15c above 
previous top so far this year. Swift 
was also a “ high roller,” paying $12.15 
for 1,216 Ib steers. While some of the 
choicest offerings sold strong to 1l5c 
higher, the genera] market ruled weak 
to 25c lower. General trade active, 
with receipts 2,000 beyond expecta- 


tions at 13,000. 


Closing hog market was lowest of the 
day, with 15,000 estimated left in the 
pens. Speculators bought freely at the 
start and with good shipping orders 
prices advanced l15c to 50c, some heavy 
packers showing most gain. After urgent 
orders were filled trade weakened and 
part of the gain was lost. Packers gen- 
erally fought the advance, the Armour 
houses remaining out of the market, 
while Swift houses purchased only 300 


each. 


Underweight hogs and pigs were plenti- 
ful, but the demand for them was good. 
One local packer purchased 1,600 pigs 
averaging 115 Ibs, which cost $8.40, while 
a drove of 3,200 ‘butchers’ averaged 
$7.95. The practical top of the hog mar- 
ket -was $8.10, with 140@150 lb feather- 
weights at $8.25. General average price, 


not including pigs, was $7.65.
